Employment Increases 
In Coffee County 
During June ‘62 


Woodrow Simmons, Employ 
ment Security Office Manager 
for Coffee and Geneva Coun- 
ties, reports that total employ- 
ment in Coffee County for June 
was estimated at 8,490, an in- 
crease of 380 over the March 
figures, Practically all of the 
gain during the three months 
period was due to the seasonal 
expansion in the agricultural 
work force. Non-agricultural 
employment declined 190 dur- 
ing the same period, 150 of 
which was-shown in the wage 
and salary group and 40 in the 
number of self-employed, un- 
paid family and domestie ser- 
vice workers. The June esti- 
mate of total employment rep- 
resented a decrease of 70 from 
the year ago level. 

Manufacturing employment, 
estimated at 2,180, was 70 less 
than in March. Decreases of 
20 were shown in food process- 
ing; 10 in textile and apparel 
and 40 in “other” manufactur- 
ing. Over the year, however, 
factory employment registered 
a gain of 60, chiefly as a result 
of increases in the textile and 
apparel industries. 

Non- manufacturing employ- 
ment was 80 less than the es- 
timate for March. Government 
employment went down in June 
due to the closing of schools 
and the resulting layoff of bus 
drivers, custodial workers and 
other non-teaching personnel. 
A decline was also noted in 
construction due to completion 
of contracts. Service establish- 
ments, however, added a few 
workers over the three months 
period 

At the middle of June, es- 
timated unemployment was 
450, representing an increase 
of 20 over the March figure, 
and a decrease of 225 from the 
estimate for June 1961, The 
current estimate of-unemploy- 
ment represents 5.0 percent of 
the total civilian labor force 
compared to the March ratio of 
5.0. In June 1961, there were 
675 unemployed in the county, 
which measured 7.3 percent of 
{the labor force.

100 YEARS AGO 


The United States protested 
violently through its minister, 
Charles Francis Adams, but be- 
cause of red tape and the ill- 
ness of a British official, the 
English built CSS Alabama left 
Kngland on July 29, 1862 be- 
fore the British could issue or- 
ders for its retention. The 
boat was out-fitted in the 
Azores and there secured its 
captain, Raphael Semmes of 
Mobile, os well as its other of- 
ficers and crew, 

During the next two years of 
raiding on the high seas, the 
Alabama destroyed $6,750,000 
worth of Northern shipping 
and captured 69 United States 
vessels. The Alabama was nev- 
er able to come into a Confed- 
erate port and always depend- 
ed on foreign ports for food 
and supplies, 

In October, 1862, Semmes 
caused near panic in United 
States shipping circles by prey- 
ing on commerce in New 
Foundland waters and then 
coming within 200 miles of New 
York City. He seized 12 whal- 
ing vessels and 16 other ships 
at this time. In December, 
1863, the Alabama was back in 
New York waters, capturing 
the USS Ariel, for which 
Semmes asked a ransom bond 
of $261,000. Sailing all over 
the Atlantic, she menanced 
United States vessels and 
caused marine insurance in the 
North to skyrocket. The Ala- 
bama is partly responsibje for 
the decline of the U. S. mer- 
chant marine, which continued 
afte rthe war. 

During a Sunday’s battle in 
which thousands watched from 
the shore, the Alabama was 
sunk off Cherbourg, France, on 
June 19, 1862 by the USS 
Kearsarge. The Alabama bad- 
ly needed repair by this time 
and the U. S. vessel proved 
greatly superior in the fight. 
Semmes escaped capture by 
the United States when he was 
picked up by the Deerhound 
owned by an English gentle- 
man out for a pleasure cruise. 


WORKING WIVES

USES FOR HONEY 

Does your family like honey? 
There are many uses for hon- 
ey — as a spread, topping or 
beverage sweetner. It also adds 
special goodness to many bak- 
ed products. Honey may be 
used in preparing puddings, 
custards, pie fillings, baked 
apples, salad dressings and 
cinnamon toast. Brushed or 
drizzled on ham during the last 
half hour of baking, it adds 
flavor and a beautiful golden 
glaze. Cakes and cookies made 
from honey remain moist in 
storage, but it’s best to use a 
special recipe. 

If you want to, you can use 
honey for part if the sugar in 
standard recipes if you follow 
these suggestions — in cakes, 
simply substitute honey for 
one half the sugar.
